'HefeCommentaries being very rare, and not to 

be found in any publick or private Libraries oF 

France and other Countries, have given occafion to ma- 

ny learned Criticks to Publiih their different Sentiments 

upon them. The great Jfaac Cafauhon did not know 

them ; quoting fome Fragments of this Julius Celfus, 

asfelecl: obfcure Manufcript-pieces, fent him by Bongar* 

fius, tho' the Author had been frequently mentioned a- 

bove 300 Years before, by Vincentius, Walter Burleigh, 

Byhhius, "johannes Magnus, and Printed in a Black Letter 

with Abbreviations, in the Year 1473. Gerard Voffws 

was the firft who cieared this point, and faid, that many 

things in Cafar's Commentaries might be Illuftrated by 

this Hiftory of Celfus , whofe Name occurred very 

frequentiy in tha Fronts and Ends of the Ancient Ma- 

nufcripts of Cafars Works ; it being the Cuftom of thofe 

dmes to affix the Teftimony and Approbation of Cri~ 

ticks, and other Learned Men, to moft of the old Manu • 

fcripts , in order to ihevv they were Authentick, being 

read and examined by fuch and fuch Schoiars cf known 

Integrity and Abiiities ; this gave occafion to the morc 

barbarous Ages to think thofe Names to be the true Au- 

thors, and tocite them as fuch; fo Julius Celfus is rrruch 

honoured by the many Quotations made in this man- 

ner, and is taken by fome Modern Criticks for C<efar 

himfelf 

Let the thing be as if wili, 'tis certain. the Commen- 
taries here Pubiilhed, have been much fought after (tho 

\n 
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In vain) by fome of the greateft Men in matters of 
Literature, zsGefner, Nkholas Heinfius, Monfieur Bigot, 
Monfieur Godin , Dr. Francis Bernard, and others ; fo 
that.a fingle Copy of them has been fold for an 100 /. 
fterling: Yet we muft ingenioufly confefs, that we are 
ignorantof the timein which the Authorof thefeCcw- 
mentarks flourifhed j tho' tis probable he is much more 
ancient then 4 or 500 Years (in which the Excelknt 
Mr. Grevius thinks fitto place him) from the manner of 
his Style , which feems to be above the common Vein 
of the Cloy fter, or the Genius of that Age. Sorne paf- 
fages there are in him, which might be added by Rea- 
ders or Coprfts, who frequently ufed to interpolate and 
corrupt the pureft and the beft Authors ; but fuch are 
cafily difcernible to a Critical Eye, which knows how 
to diflinguifh the feveral Pencils that have touched the 
fame pieee. 

The Firft Edition of this Book was in 1473. bufby what 
fate I.know not, it foon vanifhed, and became unknown, 
and even loft to the moft induftrious fearches, tiil Vojfim 
in his Infiit Orator. and De Hifior. Lat. was pleafed to 
illuftrate the Hiftory of it, and to fet it in its true light ; 
which gave a frefh edgeto feveralgreat Men, to fhew the 
paffion they had of feeing it,but to no purpofe, till the dif- 
rufiveGenerofity ofM.Grevius brought it forth in a better 
form, ro which in this Lond.Edit. there are added an h- 
dex, and the Teflimonies of FamousMen concerningy«. 
lius Celfus and thefe Commentarks.
